ST. JOSEPH’S HOSPITAL, FAIR HAVEN 


The first St. Joseph's Hospital was built in South Bellingham (then known as Fairhaven), in 1890. Two Sisters 
of St. Joseph came from Jersey City, New Jersey to make the foundation. This building accommodated about 
thirty patients. 

In 1897 an additional ten beds was added in a rented building. In 1901, a new building was erected to accom- 
modate fifty patients, at the present site, and the former locations were abandoned. 

In 1909 a three story wing was added to care for fifty more patients. In 1927 a new fire-proof addition was 
constructed. Within this building an Orthopedic and Physical Therapy was opened on the first floor in 1934. In 
1950 another fire-proof addition was made to include a Pediatric Department and Clinic School for handicapped 
children. 

A School of Nursing was opened in 1908. It was accredited by the State of Washington in 1910. Todate 463 
students have graduated, of which we are now the present graduating class.
